Claims 1-10 are pending in this application. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Braun (US 
2001/0009044 Al). 

Braun (US' 044 Al) teaches a hair dyeing composition comprising 4,5-diamino-l-(4- 
methylbenzyl)-lH-pyrazole compound which is identical to the compounds of the claimed 
formula (I) as claimed in claims 1-2, 4-5 and 10 (see page 1, paragraph, 0014), when in the 
claimed formula (I), Rl is a hydrogen atom, R2 is a methyl radical and Y represents C-R3 
wherein R3 is a hydrogen atom, wherein the salts are sulfate or hydrochloride salts as claimed in 
claim 3 (see page 2, paragraph, 0020), wherein the amounts of N-aryl-4,5-diaminopyrazole 
compound is l.Og (1%) which within the claimed range as claimed in claim 6 (see page 3, 
Example 8), wherein the composition also comprises other dye components of direct dyes as 
claimed in claim 7 (see page 1, paragraph, 001 8), wherein the mixture of oxidation dye with the 
oxidant has the weight ratio of 5: 1 to 1 :3 as claimed in claim 8 (see page 2, paragraph, 0026) and 
wherein the pH of the dyeing composition is ranging from 3-1 1 as claimed in claim 9 (see page 
2, paragraph, 0027). Braim (US' 044 Al) teaches all the limitations of the instant claims. Hence, 
Braun anticipates the claims.
